THE ANIMAL DERBY. 


't Would Be Ostrich Ist, Greyhound 
2nd, Kangaroo Also Ran. 


Most people have heard of those 
animal races which are a popular 
feature of gyinkhana meetings, but it 


‘may be e:.plained that for an animal 


Tace the competitor enters any sort 
of animal he likes, except a horse or 
a dog, and drives or guides his chatn- 
pion to the winning-post. 

Now, we will turn the Derby into an 
animal race, open to the whole animal 
kingdom. We will suppose that each 
animal runs throughout at the great- 


est speed of which it is capable, and | 


that they don’t interfere with each 
other, 

First of all the field. Some animals 
—such as cattle—are, obviously, too 
slow to stand a gbost of a chance, and 
so we will line up the following ten 
starters, Hare, lion, roebuck, grey- 
hound, horse, giraffe, elephant, kan- 
“roo, dromedary, and ostrich—the 
ast-named because, ulthough a bird, 
he runs, and runs mighty fast, too. 


Indeed, here it may es well be said | 


that, if you want to win money on an 
animal race, you back the ostrich 
every time, for he is the fastest thing 
on land, and only one bird can beat 
him—namely, the swallow. 
rich, then, would win our animal 
Derby with the gezatest possible ease, 
for he would cover the 1 mile 4 fur- 
longs and 29 yarwés of the Derby course 


‘at the amazing speed of 109 miles un 


hour—that is, nearly three times as 
fust as uny horse ever foaled could do 
it, und, roughly, twice as fast as an 


other competitor among those named. | 


The record time for the Derby wus 
made in 1906, when Major Loder’s 
Speurmint won in 2 minutes 36 4-5th 
seconds, The ostrich would take, 


] roughly, 53 seconds, 


But who would be second? Prob- 


ably the kangaroo will have a good | 


many adherents, for, outside Austra- 
idea that the 
kanguroo hops along at a tremendous 


pace. But the kangaroo would finish | 


“down the course,” absolute last! 

A kangaroo is a slow animal, 71-2 
miles an hour leing his best speed. 
For second place, it would be a fairly 
close fight between the greyhound 
and the roegbuck. A greyhound can 
go nearly a mile a minute—64 miles 
an hour, to be exact—and this would 
just bring him home ahead of the rve- 

uck, whose best speed is a trifle over 
50-miles an hour. 

Now, for fourth place. The hare 
seems. a likely choice; but again you 
would be wrong. Alion can give a 
hare a start and a beating. A lion 13 
capable of 45 miles an hour, but the 
hare is fully extended at 4 miles an 
hour less, 

What about the horse? Well, 38 
miles an hour is the thoroughbred’s 
limit, and that brings him into sixth 
place. Spearmint won his Derby at 
the rate of, roughly, 35 miles an hour, 


but a horse is capable of 38 miles an | 


hour over a short distance. 

Not far behind the thoroughbred 
would come the giraffe, who gets ulong 
A the “useful” gait of 34 miles an 
hour 


Then-would come a big gap, closed 


at the other end by the elephant, who | 


would come trumpeting along at a 
sedate 12 miles an hour, 

The dromedary’s speed, too, is a 
myth. Mr. G. E. Larner, the amateur 
walking champion, would make the 
dromedary step out, for the beast is 


not up to more than about 9 miles | 


eo hour, and Mr. Larner has walked 
9 miles in 67 minutes 37 4-5 seconds. 

And so the final placings of our 
animal Derby would bs-ostrich, grey- 


hound, roebuck, lion, hare, horse, 
giraffe, elephant, dromedary, kan- 
garoo.

The Edmonton Exhibition Co. Spends 
Vast Amount of Money For 
This Year's Fair 


This year on August 23, 24, 25 
and 26 the Edmonton Exhibition 
Association Ltd., will hold its 
annual stock show and race mect at 
which over 830,000 will be distribut- 
ed in pizes, purses and attractions, 

The exhibition will be held) on

Pageants Are Under Way. 


It’s an ill wind that blows nobod: 
good, and the death of a monareh 


puts money into the pockets of thcus- | 


ands. Those who profit most largely 
by such an event are the seat-mongurs 
on the line of the funeral process‘on, 

The value put upon seats is always 
rising. When Edward [. became king 
a farthing was charged for a seat to 
see the coronation procession. On the 
accession of Richard II. the price rose 
to 1d,; and from Henry V.’s corona- 
tion to Henry VIL.’s it was 2d. By 
the time Charles II. was crowned it 
had gone up to 2s. 6d.; while exactly 
double as much (5s.) was , aid a. the 
coronation of William III. Then the 
value of seats on such occasions ap- 
preciated enormously. To see the 
procession when George IIT. was 
crowned half a guinea was paid; and 
sightseers on George IV.’s day of 
days cheerfully paid: five and in some 
cases ten guineas. This was consider- 
ed the climax, but the value put on 
seats in luter days has been much 
greater, 

Why the enormous rise? The main 
Teason, 80 far as our own times are 


concerned, is that wealthy Indians, | 


Americans, and other foreign visitors 
have been willing to pay anything for 
a seat to witness a state pageant. 
Hence the value has been inflated. 

The present high scale was set at 
Queen Victoria’s Jubilee, when large 
sums were paid for rooms from the 
windows of which the procession 
could be seen, Few rooms, however 
small, could be hired for less than 
10 guineas, and for many 150 guineas 
was demanded and paid. A large 
building on the route, being empty, 
was secured for the day by an enter- 
prising individual for 1,000 guineas, 
and he had no reason to repent his 
outlay, 

On the occasion of Queen Victoria's 
funeral the Jubilee rate for seats was 
confirmed. In St. James’ street £10 
had to be paid for a single chair, 
while seats which a few days before 
the procession were offered for 3 
guineas afterwards fetched 5 guineas.

Both 
Windsor Castle and Buckingham Pal- 
ace are filled with valuables of every 
description — plate, pictures, jewels, 
statuary, books and relics of great his. 

The so-called gold pantry 
at Windsor consists of two large tire 
proof storerooms in which is ke

In shape it is like a 
pigeon, with a neacock’s tail. Its fea- 
thers ‘blaze With precious stoves, and 
a magnificent emerald hangs from its 
breast. According to an old Indian 
legend, whoever owns this bird will 
tule India. There is also a shield 
formed of snuff boxes and valued at 
$45,000, and a great quantity of deau- 
tiful cups and salvers, among them a 
rosewater fountain of silver designed 
by the late Prince Consort. 

Detectives who reside at the castle 
as ordinary officials guards these vast 
treasures, and also the jewels which 
are locked in another underground 
safe, These jewela have, of course, 
nothing to do with the crown jewels, 
which are kept in the tower. They 
are the private property of the royal 
family. Queen Alexandra’s personal 
jewelry is of immense value. 

The royal library at Windsor con- 
tains over 100/000 volumes, among 
them many that would fetch enor- 
mous prices if put up to auction. 
There is a Metz Psaler, for which a 
collector would sell his last stick, a 
Charles I. Shakespeare, a magnificent 
Caxton on vellum, and other treas- 
ures too numerous to mention.

In the same room are no 
fewer than 20,000 drawings of the old

CHAINS” VS, EMPIRE 


The Hard Lot of the English Clerk 
18 Ably Depictsd In Miss Elizabeth 
Baker's Drama — Conservatism of 
the Clerking Class Keeps Valuable 
Men From the Colonies—Afraid to 
Try Anything Else. 


A Canadian once said to me: What 
I cannot understand in England is 
the flood of able-bodied young men 
which pours out of every station in 
London every morning and hides it- 
self away in stuffy offices, sitting all 
day over ledgers, doing uninteresting 
work, without prospect of le best 
better, selling life, with all its splendi 
Roasts for a wretched pittance, 

ie do they do it? 

“Most of them do it,’’ I explained, 
“because they are afraid to try any- 
thing else. They do it because their 
education has taught them nothin 
about those ‘splendid possibilities, 
hor encouraged them to be curious, 
adventurous, enterprising. They 
cling to their work in offices as drown- 
ing men cling to hencoops; they are 
convinced that, if they loosed their 
hold, they would go under.” 

“I once heard of a man,” said my 
Canadian friend reflectively, ‘‘who 
had been left a fortune without know- 
ing anything about it. He was draw- 
ing a pound a week for a job he de- 


| tested, living pretty rough and short, 


and all the while there were thou- 
sands waiting for him in the bank. 


| I reckon there are many of you Eng- 


lish like that man. You don’t know 
how well off you are. You haven't 
realized yet that you’ve ceased to be 
islanders, that you belong to a coun- 
try which is the biggest, and is only 
waiting to be made the riches in 
the whole world.” 

I thought the other evening of that 
talk which I had with the man from 
Calgary in the train running through 
the magnificent mountain scenery of 


the Canadian Rockies. I was remind- 
| ed of it by a play. 


It is not often 
that the theatre in England sets one 
thinking; still less often does it open 
up an Imperial horizon. But the play 
called “Chains,” at the Repertory 
Theatre, does both. Whether Miss 
Elizabeth Baker, who wrote it, hai 
any idea of sounding the Imperial 
note I do not know. should rather 
think not. Her object, I fancy, waa 
around her. But artists who are mov- 
ed by a genuine impulse to record 
their observations always build bet- 
ter than they know. “Chains” sup- 
plies, whether intentionally or not, a 
striking comment upon the blindness 
of the people of this country to their 
goodly heritage. 

Fifty years ago there was some ex- 
cuse for regarding “the Colonies 
with doubt and distrust. They were 
then really ‘“‘a long way off.” Those 
who “went to the Colonies” were 
generally failures at home. An old, 


| settled country naturally disliked the 


idea of new, raw societies upon the 
inargin of the wilds.To-day there-is 
no such excuse. The civilization of 
Canada and Australia is in many re- 
8) superior to our own. Fast and 
luxurious liners have drawn the Em, 
pire together. Yet, as ‘Chains 
shows us, a large class of people still 
mostly persists in thinking that Eng- 
land means “these islands in the 
Western Sea,” and not, in King 
George's stirring phrase, ‘‘an Bog: 
land which is spread over the whole 
surface of the globe.” 

The play concerns a clerk who is 


| struggling to exist ‘‘respectably” on 


about $600 a year. His wife, a busy, 
cheerful little soul, does all her own 
housework, They are obliged to take 
a lodger, and when, on account of 
“bad times,” salaries in the office 
are reduced, they have to talk about 
putting up two. Their friends are 
mostly clerks also. They find their 
work tedious and uninteresting. But 
to few of their imaginations has it 
ever occurred that this work could 
be anything but an unpleasant ne- 
cessity. 

Suddenly the lodger announces that 
he is going to ‘chuck it” and go to 
Australia. He is sick of the dull 
grind at the office, H» wants a 
a change. Most of the others call 
him a fool for ‘throwing up a safe 
pe What does he know about Aus- 
ralia, they ask contemptuously. 
Things are just as bad out there. 
They do not want clerks, ‘I’m not 
oing to be a clerk,” is his answer. 
‘I’m going on to a farm.” At which 
they cacle and crack fecble, obvious 
jokes—all except the clerk he lodges 
with. In his mind the idea stirs up 
a strange confusion. He sees a vision 
of a larger, cleaner, healthy life in 
the open. He sees himself Geveloping, 
glorying in existence instead of 
eet at it, building up a future 
or himself and his family by ‘‘mak- 
ing things grow.” He is young and 
strong, and he has still the instincts 
of a countryman—witness his pathe- 
tic effort to raise flowers in his sun- 
less, cat-infested back garden, 

As soon as he speaks of it, the ty i- 
cal class suspicion and dislike of “the 
Colonies’ are unloosed. His wife 
weeps and uses the habitual English 
argument, “It would be so dreadful if 
you failed!’’ Her family attack him 
vehemently. It is ‘wicked’ to think 
of giving up a certainty for a risk. 
Who is fo to rebel against clerkdom? 
“What was good enough for his fath- 
er ought to be good enough for him, 

Charlie Wilson would go to Austra- 
lia but for his wife’s finul appeal to 
him on the ground that she may soon 
be a mother. He had better have 
gone, anyway. It is the children who 
would be the Empire’s best assets if 
they could grow up to a natural,
